OLD SCHOOL BOOKS 

TAnMf IN nCHANfS 

Thousands of dollars will be 
>:aved parents of school children' 
by a ruling made by Barksdale 
Hamlet State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, regarding the 
exchange of school books under 
tto State Text-Book adoption. 
Superintendent Hamlett holds 
ttot under the Act of 1914 all 
pahliahcra wiH he ' lOQidrad- .to 
take up and exchange books in 
any condition prorided they are 
of the same grade. The nding 
was made to correct an impres- 
sion that has gone out that such 
books offered in exchange would 
have to be in good condition. 
On this subject the law says: 

"Said dealers shall exchange 
new books for old ones of the 
same grade, dij^laccd by «aid 
adoption, at the exchange price 
herria provided for, daria^ the 
fir<;t year of the life of each and 
every contract made under the 
pre virions of tMa act AH bids 
and proposals shall set out clearly 
and specifically an exchangs price 
at wUch such book or booto shall 
be furnished to pupils and pat 
rons wto may have old booto of 
the same aobject, sad whkh may 
be exchanged for new beeics. and 
the exchange price stoll in all 
cases to subject to the terms of 
tto C Oa tract aHlda between the 
State aad aay pabHahar bid- 
ding." 

S ap a ri ntgadent Hamlett's in- 
terpretation of the law is that the 
good .condition" clause applies 
only to sachbocdrs as are hddby 
dealers on their shelves which, of 
course, must to taken up by the 
coat ra ctora at tto origfawl aat 
price. Rcga»diog tUa rite bw 
sajra: 

"Such new booto as arc hdd 

in Kentucky how or at any future 
adoption, by plurctose by dealers, 
and in good condition, shall be 
taken in exchaoft at the original 
net price by successful bidders 
from such dealers as hold in stock

Cheaper meat, though much to 
hr de<«ired, it not in ^ht. A 
dispatch from Kaiiaaa City says 
the number of cattle so far mar- 
ket<<l there this year is 150,000 
short of the receipts during the 
same period last year. The re- 
ript-^ arr the smallest for the 
same period in twenty years. 
Kansas Qty is on» of the 

greatest rattle markets of the 
country and the decrease in re 
ceipts is attritbuted to the drdoth 
last stiniiner in the Southwest 
The prevailing prices for cattle 
are the highest ever kno#n for 
the month of July. The pre 
diction is made that if August 
prices are arf much higher than 
the July level as has been custo- 
mary in recent years "next 
nv)nih will see prime beeves 
bringing $li a hundred pounds 
in Kan-ins City." 

This augurs poorly for any re- 
daction in«tlie price of beef- 
steak. Tt^indicates that the cattle 
supply in the West, which has 
been diminiriiing for some 
years, is still on the down grade. 
It also emphasizes the cattle- 
raising industry as a prolltable 
line of agricultural effort. Cattle 
may be grown anywhere in 
the United States to some pfoSt. 
They can be grown in the South 
to greater profit than elsewhere, 
because o( the mild climate and 
the consequent ahortneM of Ihe 
feeding season. 

The big ranches of the West 
formerly Applied the country 
wit^ an abundance of cattle 
when taken in connection with 
the production in other parts of 
the United States. But the big 
ranches are disappearing^ They 
arc being cut in small farms and 
the small farmer cannot raise 
rattle on the extended scale 
which was possible in the days of 
the "ranch Ungs" with their 
great herds scattered over thous- 
ands of acres of grazing lands. 
The shortage in the cattle sup- 
ply is not confined to this cotin- 
try, but is world wide. The most 
sanguine of consuniers can see 
no prospect of cheap beef. 

The opportunity for" the 
expansion of the cattle-growing 
business is here and it is all that 
any prospective cattle grower 
could wish. The farmers of the 
South, especially, should take 
advantage of it

crrn^^ and corn. For the uninitiat 
^ it may be stated that "feeders" 
arc young cattle that are put on 
feed and fattened for the follow- 
ing year's market. Fancy beeves 
are now bringing somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $8.50 per 
hundred pounds, which is a very 
substantial advance over the 
prices of a few years ago. Cattle 
on tlie hoof at $8.40 make sirloin 
steaks in New York cost about 
forty cents a pound at the butch- 
er shops and about $26.65 on the 
swell hotel menus. Mr. Fox 
says that the low prices for beef 
cattle a few years ago led many 
farmers to quit feeding them and 
the stock rim down because so 
many cows and heifers went to 
the butchers. The breaking up 
of so much grass land for tobac- 
co has also contributed to the 
shortage of cattle. Now that 
the prices are better the industry 
will I)e stimulated* but naturally 
it will take two or three years to 
replenish the breeding Stock. 
Mr. Fox says there are now 
scarcely any fancy beeves im 
ported from this country, but 
that a great deaf of Argentine 
moat comes to the United States
